After much debate, the Board of Regents 
approved Saturday highcradmissionstandards 
for the NU system. 

The new admission standards will require 
incoming students to have completed four 
units of English, three units cach of math, 
social studies and natural sciences, and one 
unit of additional requirements. Tie new re- 
quirements also include two units of a forcign 
language, which can be taken at the university 
but must be completed by graduation. 

In addition to mecting the core course re- 
quirements, applicants must also be ranked in 
the top 50 percent of their graduating high 
schoolelass, havercccivedan ACT composite 
scorcof20or greater, orhavereccivedan SAT 
total score of 850 or greater. 

Atthemecting, George Garrison, chairman 
of the black studics department at UNO, op- 
posed thencwstandardsonbehalfofthe North 
Omaha Coalition for Better Education. 

Garrison said the majority of people who 
oppose thonew standards are “people who are 
morc in touch with the grass roots of the black 
community.” 

According to Garrison, 28 percent to 30 
percent of the students in the Omaha Public 
School (OPS) system are black, while Iess 
than fourpercentof UNO’s students arc black, 

Ifo said the dropout rate at UNO cannot be 
entirely attributed to the current admission 
standards. 

“There are many other factors involved in 
finding out why students arc not returning,” 
Garrison said, 

Ne cited financial aid and institutional rac- 


“Institutional racism is a fact of life,” Gar- 
sison said, 
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Eddic Staton, a member of Mad Dads, 


opposed the new standards by asking the re- 
gents to look at them from a parent’s point of 
vicw. 

“T have a fear that if we do not be more 
carcful with these standards, that we'll sce 
more kids fall prey to the streets,” he said, 

Staton satdsome students may feel “locked 
out’ oftheuniversity systembecausethchigher 
standards keep them from qualifying, 

Virgil Armendariz, Jr, representing the 
Latino Fenim of Omaha, opposed the higher 
standards, Asmendariz, ahigh school dropout, 
graduated from UNO in 1991. He saidhe was 
against thenew standards becausshe felt they 
didn’t give minority students a chance at an 
education. He also said institutional racism fs 
aproblem at UNO, 

“T knew the language,” he said, “but it was 
really hard to communicate there.” 

The final spcakcragainstihenewstandards 
was George Dillard, president and chicf exe 
ecutive of the Urban League. 

“Whatlongrangebonefitandburden would 
this have on inner citics?” Dillard asked the 
board, 

Dillard sald he isn’t against standards, but 
he wants those standards to be fair for all 
students, He said that those whocame up with 
the new standards didn’t “play fair.” 

UNO Chanccllor Del Weber said the new 
policy was meant to help better prepare stu- 
dents for college. 

“This policy ts not being proposed tokecp 
people cut. It’s to help them succeed tn col-

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Regents approve plans for Forensics team enjoys

UNO has experienced the most growth 
during the fast 10 ycars within the University 
of Nebraska system, a study scleased Satur- 
day reported, 

The report, released by the University of 
Nebraska Institutional Research and Plan- 
ning Office, studied the wends ofenrollment 
within the NU system. It said the enrollment 
at UNO has risen from 14,014 in 1982 to 
16,227 in 1992, 

UNO's share of cnrollment in the NU 
system increased from 33.6 percent in 1982 
to 37.3 percent in 1992, 

“I dink it seems logical that UNO would 
beoncoftheinstitutions thatshows the most 
improved growth in the system, because we 
are where the people are,” sald Richard 
Hoover, vice chancellor for educational and 
student services. 

Hoover said UNO has many qualities 
which help attract students. 

“] think when you add together all those 
Gifferentingredients, the population, the qual- 
ity, the proximity and the relatively rcason- 
able cost, [think that’s whatleadstothekind 
of growth that we've got,” he said. 

Enrollmentatthe University ofNebraska- 
Lincoln decreased from 25,075 in 1982 to 
24,573 in 1992, UNL’s share of total cnroll- 
mentintheNUsystem fell from 60.2 percent 


in 1982 to 56.4 percent in 1992. 

The University of Nebraska-Kearney, 
which entered the NU system in 1991 with 
8,256 students, makes up 16.1 percent. 

Enrollment at the Med Center has re- 
mained stable since 1982 with 2,564 stue 
dents. In 1992, there were 2,757 students 
enrolled at the Med Center, an increase of 
193 students, 

The report also said the University of 


UNO’s fi rst doctoral, program — 
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the NU system was 41,653. 


LeeJones, NUprovostandexccutivevice | 
president, said the report was the first done | 
on the trends of enroliment in the NU syse | 
tem !

War, it is that the world remains a very dangerous place. 

Iraq more than emphasized this point wo weeks ago when it 
broke several ULN, resolutions which it had agreed to accept. 
First was the flight of the two Lraqt jets into the no-fly zone 
covering soulliem Iraq (which resulted in one plane being shot 
down,) Then came the Iraqi mobilization of rocket launchers 
south of the 32nd parallel, which were turned back by treat of 
retaliation from the United States. But this threat did not deter 
Iraq from crossing the border intoKuwalttopick up weaponsieft 
behind from the Gulf War — which fed to the bombing by the 
U.S., France and Britain a few days ago.

Then dhere’s Bosnia-Herzegovina, which is only te tipefthe 
ice-berg in world-wide cultural hatred.

with weapons from across the Somalian border in Ethiopia and 
Kenya. Concurrently, extremists in Algeria, Egypt, and South 
a a forcivil war—allin thenameofreligionor 


ae these afflictions werenotenough, Chinais making abig 
stink over the amounts of capital owing out of Hong Keng 
before the former nation’s impending takcover, 

Ukraine has threatened it will not comply with any arms 
agreements unless guaranteed so much in Westem (primarily 
American) aid. And of course Cuba, which no longer receives 
belp from the Soviet Union, is showing signs of economic strain 
which could develop into an immediate threat for us in the near 
future, 

Allof these present-day crises and potential wars spell outthe 
need for a strong defense on our part, America must have a 
powerful military if it is to deal quickly amd efficiently with the 
troubles of the world. Unfortunately, however, America’s new 
icadership appears to be on the wrong track, 

Although Bill Clinton has repeated himself continuously in 
bis support over the relief efforts in Somalia, voiced his disdain 
for the tactics used by Saddam Hussein and has called for 
“surgical strikes” in Serbia to end the war there, beseems benton 
reducing the number of military personnel serving overseas and 
onreducing the Pentagon’s budget, Even his'pick for Secretary 
of Defense, Les Aspin, known on bothsides of the Congressional 
aisle asa “hawk,” agrees that the military needs trimming, But 
the question that arises in response to that (bought is, “At what 
cost to the military and America?” 

’ Certainly, the military in some areas could use some paring, 
particularly in the funding of projects that are either outdated or 
are just a waste of resources, At the same time, though, the 
president must remain aware that our reductions can provoke 
boldness even in the most minor of dictators whoare wailing for 
their tum in the spotlight: in North Korea, in Iran, in Angola, in 

Cambodia, and elsewhere, We cannot reduce the military’s 
strength to the point of inadequacy if weare to deal with these 
threats effectively. 

Additionally, Clinton and his staff members, particularly 
Warren Christopher, must have some backbone if they want to 
deal with the world’s hostilities head on, There should be no 
fuming back once a commitment is made, The object of combat 


isvictory, and anything shoctofvictory can provide troublein the 


future (he Gulf War is testament to that.) 

Lastly, the President should have some guiding principles 
conceming foreign policy before entering the world scene. 
Perhaps he could borrow those guidelines set out by President 
Bushin his address tothe cadetsat West Pointearlier this month: 
“Using military force makes sense as a policy where the stakes 
watrant, where and when force be effective, where its 
application can be limited in scope and time, and where the 
potential benefits justify the potential costs and sacrifice.” Let’s 
see If Clinton can learn from his predecessor,

Lastly, Schrat makes statements relating to capital 
punishment’s effectivencss: “We really don’t know if capital 
punishmentisadcterrentto crime, Wedon'tdoitenough to find 
out.” Keeping us from finding out, more than anyone else, are 
siid to be the lawyers. The lawyers —-mostly Lincoln-based — 
whoare defending Nebraska death row inmates have done soon 
a mostly pro bono (free) basis, Additionally, defending these 
inmates is gencrally not an image builder for them — keep in 
mind that most big clients of lawyers suppare the death penalty 
and are not fans of brutal murderers, 


The state of Nebraska has a rather unique motto: “Equality 
before the law.” Schrat feels that this equafity has been tamished

Afterdropping tho studentsat Ak-Sar-B cn, Bill heads back to 
campus forhis fourth aftemoon run.

Cracks in Happy 
Hollow Boulcvardcause the bus toratticand shake violently. A 
car rounds the turn a bit too quickly and Poole steers the bus to 
the side,

Although Poole says he’s never caused an accident, tie did

After sitting on the bus for almost three hours and making six 
trips, I’m already getting tired of secing the same houses, cars

The other shuttle pulls up at 5:18 p.m. and Poolenotes 
heomust’vepicked up someone otherwise he would have driven 
to Chief School Bus Service. Turning onto 60th Street, head- 
lights line both sides of the road and Poole has to wait five 
minutes for a break in traffic, 

“This is always a busy time of evening,” Poole sighs. 

There are only two people walling for this last bus. Poole 
makes his last drive for the day back to Ak-Sar-Ben. Instead of 
dropping the passengers off at the gate, Poole personally drives 
cach student to their cars, Justas be grects everyone who boards 
his bus, be tells everyone goodbye. 

“Have a good one.”

Many people think a trip to the zoo is a summer activity. 
But if you ask Randy Wisthoff, the best time to visit is in the 
winter. 

“It’s the ideal time of the whole year to visit because 
attendance is down,” Wisthoff said. “Especially seeing the 
new rainforest; it’s like visiting the tropics.” 

Randy Wisthoffis the assistant disectorof Omaha's Henry 
Doorly Zoo. The entire 200 covers 110 acres its the newest 
addition, the Lied Center, covers an acre and a half, 

“It’s the largest exhibit of its kind,” Wisthoff said. “It’s all 
enclosed so it’s like a big green house.” 

The Lied Center officially opened in April 1952 and 
contains species from Asia, Africa and South America, 
Wisthoffsaid. To further create the environment of ajunte, 
some of the animafs run loose while a majority of them are 
enclosed by water and glass. 

“In the summer, we (ry to limit the amount of people in 
there at one time,” Wisthoff said. “But in the winter, there’s 
no problem (with overcrowding) and you can walk through 
the jungle ata leisurely pace.” 

Even though attendance is higher in the warm seasons, the 
200 continues to keep all of its exhibits open year-round, Of 
the estimated 475 species, only one is secluded from the 
public. 

“The elephants are in a building that the public doesn’t 
have access to,” Wisthoff explained. “That's because they 
can’t handle the cold weather.” 

The newest attractions to the zoo are two lion cubs. The 
cubs were born last fall and are housed in the nursery, 
Wisthoff said. Before the lion cubs, twin baby gorillas lived 
there. 

“One of the twins is living in the gorilla building and the 
other is in Columbus, Ohio,” Wisthoff said. “They're both in 
family units, butone belonged tous and the other belonged to 
Columbus.” 

According to Wisthoff, the main attractions during the 
winter are the jungle and the aquarium. Thezoo plans to begin 
construction on a larger aquarium this spring, as the present 
aquarium cannot house ali the fish and aquatic mammals. 

“We're going to shut this onc down,” Wisthoff said. “The 
new aquarium will be a two-year project, so we pian toreopen 
in the spring of 1995,” 

The Lied Center and the aquarium are two of the many 
exhibits at the zoo, Wisthoff said. Others include the petting 
zeo of barnyard animals and the cat house. With its exotic 
animals and enclosed greenhouse, a trip to the zoo in the 
winter could indeed be a visit to the topics.

“The procedure rex 
about an hour — i¢’s called ‘random donor platelets.” 

Toachieve the same number of platelets, the Red Cross can 
obtain from one pheresis session, Warkentin said, might require 
galhering platelets from as many as a couple of hundred dona- 
tions of whole blood, 

Most individuals are eligible todonaile blood, Bierman sald, 
with some significant exceptions. Despite this, Warkentin said, 
ee 
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for almost all of blood donated, 

Those seeking to donate blood must mect certain criteria, 
Warkentinsaid. First, they mustbe between theagesof 17 and6és, 
There are conditions which exclude people from being consid- 
ceed as donors. “People with any exposure to AIDS, or any kind 
of AIDS high-risk behavior, such as intavenous drug use, 
homosexual or bisexual activity, or those not feeling well, those 
on antibiotics, those with cancer or heart disease and those with 
ahistory of hepatitis should not donate blood.” 

Dicnman urges cveryone whomects donoreriteriato consider 
donating blood. “Herein Omaha, andeverywhere, wencednced 
blood donors and platelet donors. Our need is particularly great 
because we have one of the biggest transplant programs in the 
country. IPsnotjust bone marrow transplants, butliver, pancreas 
and kidney transplants also, The transplant patients nced large

Coming off a 83-52 setback to the Unie 
versity of Northern Colorado the previous 
week, (he Mavs playedeven with the Bisons, 
§-7 coming into the game, throughout the 
contest. UNOhad achance totiethe scoreat 
the final buzzer but a three-point shot by 
Ryan Elrod fell short. 

Despite the loss, Mav Coach Bob Hanson 
said his team is getting better. 

“We played hard, There’s definitely an 
improvement,” Hanson said. “All loses are 
tough, but nobody promised them it would 
be easy.” 

The Mavericks got off to a quick start, 
scoring the first six points. When Elrod, a 
juntor guard, bit a 25-foot jump shot with 
three minutes gone, the Mavericks had an 
elght point fead at 10-2, 

That’s when Bison senior forward Jeff 
Griffin, who would score a game-high 19 
points, took over. 

Griffin scored on a reverse layup and a 
five-foot shot shortly thereafter and the 
Mavs’ advantage was cut to four.

81-65. UND came into the game ranked No, 
6 in UNO’s Division Il, though they lost to 
Noszthern Colorado the previous evening. 

It was a fast start for UNO as they led by 
six points carly in the game. 

Senior forward Scott Guldseth, though, 
jammed an alley-cop at the 15:09 mark to 
start an unanswered 12-point scoring spree. 
UNO battled back and were within two 
points, 27-29, with four minutes to play in 
the first half, Freshman guard Travis Tuttle, 
though, keptthe Sioux going by hitting three 
shots from the three-point range. 
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UND Ied by 10 at halftime and had two 
players already in double figures at that 
time. UNO’s Skokan was the only Maverick 
in double figures at halftime and the Maver- 
icks were leading in rebounds. 

Both teams came out evenly in the sce- 
ond half, UNO began a full court press and 
was successful at creating fouls inside. 
Stubblefield tried to get the Mavericks fired 
up with aggressive defensive play, while 
senior guard Ron Walker got things going 
on offense. 

“He came to play in the second half," 
Hanson saidef Walker, “That’s what I talked 
to him about. Just keep his head up, keep 
coming, and keep improving now.” 

All of Watker’s 11 points came in the 
second half, He added three steals, 

Tuttle and juntor center Chris Gardner, 
though, were working for UND, with Tuttle 
scoring from the outside and Gardner with 
thejams inside. TheMavericks pulled within 
cightat the 13-minute mark, butcouldn’tget 


the ball through the hoop and fell behind 
even further, 

Guldscth finished the game with 18 points 
and three steals for the Sioux, followed by 
Tattle’s 16 points. Senior forward Ray 
Howard fed the Mavericks with 17 points. 
Skokan finished with 12. The Mavericks fin- 
ished with seven more rebounds than UND. 

“They (UND) shot the ball extremely 
well from the perimeter,” Hanson said. “I 
thought the defense did a pretty good job, 
but we're just struggling effensively, strug- 
gling to get the ball to go in the hole, Some 
night onc guy docs it, the next night another 
guy has a tough time.” 

The Mavericks take to the road Friday 
and Saturday to face Morningside College 
and the University of SouthDakota, Hansen 
suid these willbe tough games, butishoping 
for some victories, 

“We were caught in the same problem 
last year. We went up there and won two, so 
you just never knew.” 
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
